SUBMARINE CABLES. 


They Connect tnts One System Over 2,39), 
O00 Mites of Land Wires. 

| There are row 12 transatlantic cables 
| connecting Evrope with Canada and the 
| United States, and steps have been taken 
to lay a cable across the Paciiic from 
| British Columbia to Australasia by way of 
| the Fiji Islands. The circie ofthe earth 
| will then be completed, but not so directly 
jas it would by ao cable from America to 
| Japan. 

There are now 152,000 miles ot submarine 
| cable, in round numbers, of which 10 per 
jcent. have been supplied by various 


|governments, and the rest by private 
| enterprise. They connect into one system 
| over 2,000,000 miles of land wires,ramifying 


indifferent countries. The cables have 
cost about £40,000,000, and — the land 
lines £65,000,000, but the money has 


been well spent, for the benefits of the 
telegraph are incalculable. 

lt controls the commerce of the world, 
which has now risen to nearly £4,000,000,000 
@ year, or more precisely, £1,940,000,000 
ot exports, and £1,720,000,000 of imports. 
It enables international disputes to be 
settled without recourse to arm, as in 
18381, when the Britieh Cabinet were in 
direct ccmmunication with the Boer 
leaders of the Transvaal. It bringsa 
war that hae broken out to a speedy 
conclusion, and keeps the public informed 
ofits hourly progress, as inthe case of 
Egypt, where the bombardment of 
Alexandria was known iv London a few 
minutes after tne first shot was fired, and 
telegrams were despatched from the battle- 
fielis of Suakim,in the Eastern Soudan, 
while the fighting was going on. 

Above ali, by putting the remotest parts 
of the world in contact with each other, it 
tends to dettroy the barriers of isolation 
aod prejudice, making antipathy give place 
to sympathy,and hatred to lovingkiadaese.

that pain is only the result of thie wan: of 
the necessary condition for the healt! y, 
painless life of the nervous elements | 
wasonce much struck by the case of 4 
friend of mine, which iliustrates very 
weil to my mind “the bringing on of 
neuralgia by conditions which are the 
reverse of healthy. if ever he had to sit in 
a crowded, ill-ventilated room, hall, church, 
or other building, he inevitably hai 
neuralgia of the ordinary kind in the form 
of “tic.” When he had been in tre open 
air for some time, when apparentiy his 
lunge had inhaled pure air, when he hat 
got rid of the poisonous matters of the i 
ventilated atmosphere, and when fis bran 
had got clearer by reason of the party « 
the blood circulating through it, away went 
bis neuralgic paing. fe had bad such long 
experience of this fact that he dreaded ty 
go anywhere amidst foul air. Suppomng 
I should say here was an instance in which 
an impure condition of blood caused 
neuralgia—that is, gave to the nerves blood 
they could not put up with—and in whicd 
tne opporite state of pure blood cured 1 
Dr. Buzzard himself specially mentions! 
air an @ condition againet which peuraly’ 
people should be on their guard.
